INSTRUCTIONS FOR PREPARING LISTS OF WARREN COMMISSION DOCUMENTS (DRAFT) 

Use standard 80-column coding sheots. (Get them from rae if necessary.) 

Write neatly^ and within the lines (except for only one character per 

column per line. Be sure that the finished product will Xerox well. The available 
characters are "A" through "Z" (capitals only), "O'' through "9", and seme spocial 
characters, including "()-+=*,./" Since "?: ;$f" and the like are not available on 
most computer systems, do not use them. If ambiguity is possible, distinguish 
between I and 1, 0 and 0, (The usual convention is X, 1 , 6 or '5 (letter). 0 . ) 

DETAILS: (Look at the examples) 

Columns 1-2: "CD", "LR", "ME", etc, (The following instructions are for CD's; 

I am not sure how best to handle letters and memos, etc.) 

Cols » 3-7 1 CD number, "right justified" in cols. 3-6. (I.e. t the units digit 
is always in column 6.) Col, 7 is for lettered subparts, e.g. CD 7??E. 

Cols. 8-16: page numbers covered. If this card covers only one page, put the 
number, right- justified, in cols, 8-10.'"’ For a group of continuous pages, the first 
page number goes in colso 8-10, " in col, 11, and the last page in cols. 12-15. 

For two separated pages, put "+" instead of in col. 11. For a larger number of 

separated pages, put "VARIOUS" in cols. 8-14 and, if desired, specify the pages 
covered in the comments. For a card covering an entire documents, put "AIL" in 
cols. 8-10 and the number of the last page in cols. 12-15. 

Col. 16 may contain which the FBI uses to indicate the last page of a 

report (except for an informant page - e.g. CE 826). (I suggest that we reserve 
* ’ for Pages whore that character appears, and use "1" to indicate what appears 
to ^ the researcher to be the last page.) You may use cols, 11 and 16 for an alpha- 
betic postscript to a page number (e.g. 67A) if those columns are not already used. 

Cols. 17-?0s description of the pages covered. Be as complete as you can, 
keeping in mind the use to which this list will be put, and the desireability of 

not going over to a second card. (If that is necessary, put "CARD2", etc., in cols. 

8-12.) Since we might eventually be able to run a computer search of these comments 
for any specified name or other word, try to include "key words" under which the 
item ..would be indexed, if you were preparing an index. You may use obvious 
abbreviations, but avoid doing so for "key words" or names (other than LKO, JEH, etc.) 
You need not summarize the page. We will have to agree that the description 
provided here should never be used as a substitute: for the pages themselves , but 

a guide to finding them. Thus, omit "allegedly" and other such qualifiers; 
precision is not absolutely crucial. Generally, you need not repeat information in 
the List of Basic Source Materials (CD list) . For the "short form," (see example), 
use these columns to list the page numbers which you have. For CD-CE listings, 
give me page number followed by the CE number (in parentheses), several per card. 

Col. 71: "S", "T", or "I" if a synopsis, table of contents, or index is covered. 

.. „ Col ° '‘ >Zl the ( hi £ hest ) original security classification of the covered pages, 

T , S ,‘ C , or "0". (Blank for unclassified.) Use "IV" if the page is currently 
withheld. 

Col, 73: Your own evaluation of the importance of this item, on a scale of 
0 ( = blank) through 9. A high number will simply flag the card to catch the reader's 
®ys. Obviously the scales used by different people cannot be compared; just try to 
be somewhat consistent, p should mean you sort of wasted 20^; 9 should mean that 
everyone should see the item. 

Col. 74: "X" if you have a Xerox or other "hard" copy; "F" for microfilm; "I" 
for no copy (information only, e.g. from indexes or cross-references); "P" for 
published book; "V" for the 2 6 volumes. 

Cols. 75-77: the number of pages covered by this card, right- justified. 

Cols. 78-80: -identification code (your initials plus a number or letter to 
identify a particular listing).
